sioge. liecent evenls have demon-

strated that neithor the army in Paris nor the
Army of the Lolre, nor hoth combined, oan
hew a pathway throngh the Gorman foroes,
They have also indicatod that the invaders
are alroug enough to sally forth in varions
direotions, to menace either the Frenoh aea.
porisa or the temporary capital, while Paris
s held a8 in the grip of a vice. But still

Weo snid wonths ago that the only trne way
to bring order ont of chaos in France was to
satahiltsh Tegitinate authority by the election
of a Cynstitient Assombly, and the necessity
of bolding such electious is now beocowing
very appirent to the French people, 1f they
fully esupawer a body of reprosentatives to
spsak and ach for them, they will be able to
mako the best terms of poaco that are possi-
bls andar present cirenmstauces, or, if thay

Trx question of a I'aid Fire Departmant was
seltled yestorday, so far ns Connoils are con-
cernad, by Lhe passage of the bill in the Oom-
won brauch, by a vote of 35 yoas to 12 nays,
and the signature of the Mayor ia now alone
wanting lo malke it a law, and to make the
Yoluntesr Fira Dopartment a thing of the
past, Tho bill now in the hands of the Mayor
in im 1ts essentinl foatures a pgood one,
adthough the most ardent advocates of & I'aid
Fire Department do not pretend that it is
porfect. The groat point now is to to get a
paid department established and to put an
end finally and foraver to all further contro.
versy on the subject. If the bill passed by
Uounoils is found by practical ex-
petience %0 bave any wonk
points it will be comparatively easy to reme-
dy them bore hereafter, but none of the ob.
jeotions as yot urged against it have boen of
sullivient moment to demand very serious
considerstion; and the principal opposition
to it has Leen on the part of the voluntser
fivemyan, politicians who desire to make nse
of thew:, and a few old fogies who make it »
rule to prolest against any ohanges in the
ancient order of things, no matter how muoh
difference there may be betweeun the neceasi-
tios of the city to-day and those of the Revo-
lutionary era. Leaving the question of efli-
sienoy out of consideration, the creation of a
Paid Fire Department is the only method by
whioh the abuses of the volunteer system can
posaibly be remedied, and it is demanded im-
peratively as a check on outlawry, aud for the
protection of the city,

day, for political reasons. We do not believe
that the Mayor has ever seriously entertained
any suoh kdes, and there is no doubt that he
will somply with the wishes of a large majo-
rity of hia fellow-citizens of all parties by
siguing the bill promptly.
